The most significant is the separation of catalogued material - 
books, reports, etc, from indexed items - journal and proceedings, 
articles, pamphlets, data sheets, etc. Although the user will now have to 
look at two separate sections for each subject, it should eliminate 
confusion that sometimes occured as to the form of the items. Books will 
now be identified only by the "call number”. This is the classification 
number which appears on the spine of the book itself and is the unique 
guide to where it is shelved in the Library. Bulletin users are reminded 


that current material does not circulate outside the Ministry. 


Journal articles will continue to have identification numbers, 
followed by the suffix A or B to indicate the Bulletin. The request form 
has also been revised and is now colour-coded to match the blue Labour 
Bulletin and yellow Occupational Health and Safety Bulletin. 


Any comments or suggestions from our readers are always welcome. 


The Occupational Health and Safety Topics will no longer be issued 
with each Bulletin. These short timely topics have been very popular and 
we hope to be able to continue with one issue a month if staff time 
permits.
